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An  Act  to  provide  for  regulating  the  administration, 
either  by  personal  cultivation  or  by  lease;  of  agrical- 
tural  lands  held  by  public  trusts  and  for  regulating 
the  relation  of  public  trusts  and  their  cultivating 
tenants  in  the  3[ State  of  Tamil  Nadu], 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  regulating  the 
administration,  either  by  personal  cultivation  or  by  lease,  of 
agricultural  lands  held  by  public  trusts  and  for  regulating 
lb*  relation  of  public  trusts  and  their  cultivating  tenants 
in  the  3[State  of  Tamil  Nadu]. 

And  whereas  such  {regulation  will  best  subserve  the 
common  good  and  increase  agricultural  production; 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Twelfth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows : —
